He will handle the passenger 
and freight business of the company, as 
well as the Wells-Fargo express busi¬ 
ness. Local business men are hoping 
that the placing of an agent here will 
mean the possibility of doing business 
with the company on more satisfactory 
terms than has been possible in the past. 
Especially in regard to freight was the 
old method unsatisfactory. But with 
an agent here it will not be necessary 
to ship freight prepaid and entirely at 
the shipper’s risk, as was formerly the 
case. The inconvenience of making ship¬ 
ments from here will also be obviated. 

MEMORIAL SUNDAY 

As the war of the rebellion recedes 
into the past Memorial Day gains in¬ 
creasing significance. Perhaps no other 
occasion does so much to keep the fire 
of patriotism burning on our national 
altar. It is therefore a source of satis¬ 
faction to announce the observance of 
Memorial Sunday at the Congregational 
church at the morning hour of worship.

respectively by Mrs. W. K. Walker and 
Forrest V. Routt. Mrs. Walker’s pure, 
sweet voiee was, in fact, the most en¬ 
joyable feature of the evening. Edward 
K. Mitchell as Sir Joseph Porter made 
an excellent ruler of the queen’s na-vee. 
Mr. Mitchell, by the way, was formerly 
an officer in some branch of the British 
army. What H. B. Gurley lacked in 
voice he made up in the spirit which lie 
put into the part of Captain Corcoran. 
Mrs. C. D. Hannon as Little Buttercup 
and Charles Y\ insor as the red whiskered 
able seaman vied with the principals in 
winning applause for their efforts. The 
sailors, sisters, cousins and aunts were 
somewhat hampered in their movements 
by the fact that the stage paraphernalia 
was made for ,a larger stage, but they 
helped make the quarterdeck scene an 
inviting one. 

The music of Pinafore is just as tune¬ 
ful and catchy as it ever was. It was 
pleasing alike to those wlio had never 
beard it and to those who knew it of 
old. The quaint, clean humor of the 
piece offers welcome contrast to the 
average modern musical comedy with its 
disgustingly overworked jag motif. 

Following the performance the audi¬ 
ence and players danced till a late hour, 
the visitors going home on a special car 
which left at 11:30 o’clock. 


FINED FOR STARTING FIRE 

Forest Ranger and Fire Warden George 
Crow rounded up a Jap last Monday 
afternoon for violation of the ordinance 
against allowing a fire to spread in 
grass or weeds.

It is 
likely that subsequent offenders will face 
increasingly large fines as it is vital to 
the welfare of the city that no fires be 
allowed to spread beyond control.

Beginning next Wednesday, June 1. 
fhe Pacific Electric ear now leaving Los 
Angeles at 8:05 p. m.. will leave at 9:05 
in accordance with the recommendation 
of the Board of 1 rade. On the return 
trip to Los Angeles the car will leave 
Sierra Madre at 10:30 instead of at 
10:10 as at present. It is thought these 
changes will accommodate a large num¬ 
ber of people, especially since the car 
now leaving at 6:15 reduces the chances 
of business men missing that car as 
often as they did when it left at 6:05. 
The complete time card for the Sierra 
Madre cars in effect June 1 is given else¬ 
where in this issue.

Census Enumerator C\ H. Perry has 
just about completed his labors and has 
bis reports ready to send in to the office 
of Supervisor Farmer. Census officials 
are sworn to secrecy, so that no official 
information is obtainable regarding the 
count here. But unofficial figures place 
the number of inhabitants above the 
1.300 mark. This is just about what a 
good many expected, as the number of 
what may be called permanent residents. 
Some are disappointed and a few find 
the number larger than they bad 
guessed. In making his rounds Mr. 
Perry found a large number of people 
who bad mailed the data concerning 
themselves and families to other places. 
These, together with the large number 
of winter residents who had left by the 
time of the enumeration, would run the 
population easily to 1,500 or 1,600. Dur¬ 
ing most of the year Sierra Madre may 
be said to have a permanent transient 
population (if such a paradoxical ex¬ 
pression be permissible) of 200 or more. 
So it is not stretching the truth in any 
way to >peak of Sierra Madre as a city 
of 1.500 population. 

CLEAN-UP DAY IS NEEDED 

The fine condition of our paved streets 
and those on which the grader lias been 
used makes the parkways and vacant 
lots which are overgrown with grass and 
weeds look all the more ragged by com¬ 
parison. Several citizens have suggested 
the advisability of holding a general 
cleaning up day such as were held regu¬ 
larly a few years ago. The task would 
not be nearly so heavy as it was in 
those days when it was necessary to 
clean up entire streets with the excep¬ 
tion of the narrow roadway. Now is the 
time to do it. There is no need of allow¬ 
ing the dead grass and w’eeds to offend 
the eye all summer. The removal of the 
dry rubbish will also help to minimize 
the danger from grass fires. 

Sierra Madre is not the only town to 
suffer from the vacant lot nuisance. The 
A1 ha inbran - Advocate voices the difficulty 
as follows: 

In this collection it is hoped that a 
1 aw will be passed by the next legisla¬ 
ture enabling the city authorities of the 
sinxth class to go ahead and clean up 
lots belonging to non-residents and then 
have the costs charged up to said par¬ 
ties and make it a lien on the property, 
like taxes. At present there is no such 
law and the municipal authorities are 
at a loss to know what to do to enforce 
the much needed clean-up work. 

NEW PRIMARY TEACHER 

Miss Blanche Freeman lias been se¬ 
lected by the school trustees to teach 
the primary room, taking the position 
left vacant by the resignation of Miss 
M inds. Miss Freeman is a graduate of 
an eastern normal school and has an 
excellent record as a teacher. 

Tn addition to teaching the primary 
room Miss Freeman will take charge of 
the domestic science work for the girls 
of the school. The primary room is dis¬ 
missed at two o’clock in the afternoon, 
after which an hour will be given to the 
domestic science work for the girls of 
the upper grades. The trustees had not 
expected to be able to start the work 
the coming year, but the new arrange¬ 
ment will prove an important step in the 
progressive policy which they have 
adopted.

MONEY IN IT? 

REPORT ON CAMP SALE 

Pacific Electric Said to Be Back of Pur¬ 
chase of Carter’s Camp to 
Boost Travel 

So far as authentic information goes 
there is no new light on the purchasers 
of Carter’s Camp. There have been per¬ 
sistent reports that instead of eastern 
money being involved in the transfer it 
is a move on the part of the Pacific Elec¬ 
tric. The papers have not yet been 
turned over in the case, so there is no 
means at present of confirming or dis¬ 
proving the report. 

There is considerable reason to sup¬ 
port the theory that the camp is to be 
taken over by the Huntington interests. 
It would be in line with the policy of 
the Pacific Electric company to establish 
or build up resorts and other attractions 
at the terminals of their lines. This 
has been especially true of the beach 
towns, while Echo Mountain and Mt. 
Lowe were taken over by the company 
and are now maintained and advertised 
chiefly for the purpose of stimulating 
travel over the company’s lines. The 
establishment of a first class resort in 
the Little Santa Anita would be of ma¬ 
terial assistance in bringing travel over 
the Sierra Madre line. It would also be 
of assistance in building up Sierra Madre 
and nearby territory by bringing more 
people here, among them possible buy¬ 
ers, and by giving better car service. 


DOG POUND NOW OPEN 

City Marshal and Dog Catcher George 
Ray now has quarters arranged for dogs 
without owners and he also has special 
accommodations for canines whose own¬ 
ers refuse to obey the law requiring 
muzzles. Rates reasonable and no dis¬ 
crimination on account of race, color or 
previous condition of servitude. He has 
already entertained a few' dogs at the 
dog hostelry and would have taken up 
more if there had not been apparently 
a sudden decrease in the dog population 
of the streets. While he has been handi¬ 
capped in the operation of catching dogs 
through the lack of a net or other proper 
equipment, he is not discouraged and the 
good work will go on. 

The county muzzling ordinance has 
also been made effective by a new’ pro¬ 
vision for the appointing of county dog 
catchers. The lack of such a provision 
made the old ordinance ineffective, but 
the county authorities are determined to 
secure enforcement of the law. The new 
ordinance becomes effective June 1. 


BUYS LUMBER YARD SITE 

The L. W. Blinn Lumber Company has 
purchased from A. D. Hawks the half 
acre lot on which their lumber yard and 
office now stand. The company has 
leased the lot during the past four years. 
About a year ago it was reported that 
the company w’as likely to close up its 
business here and remove the lumber 
stock on hand. The matter was, in fact, 
seriously considered by the company offi¬ 
cials, according to Manager J. W. Keys, 
The purchase of the lot is taken to indi¬ 
cate a decision on the part of the com¬ 
pany to keep the business here.

Possibly a philanthropist may 
be found to contribute the necessary 
small change and rid the beach of the 
unsightly feature, but lacking that boon, 
the city may be asked to incur a bonded 
indebtedness for the sum needed and 
clear away the eye-offending shanties.

That the said Board of Trus¬ 
tees of the City of Sierra Madre 
finds, upon the estimates of the City En¬ 
gineer of said City, that the cost of said 
proposed work or improvement will be 
greater than fifty (50) cents per front 
foot along each line of said street so
